TRACES UMBRIA 
"DYNAMITE PLOT. 


House Whence Box Came Is 
Found and Police Have De- 
sSeription of Sender of 
Infernal Machine. 


ARREST EXPECTED SOON. 


Driver Who Took to Pier Deadly 
Freight Leads Police to Hotel 
Where Mysterious Man 

Had Stopped. 


New York, May 12.—I[Speclal. The Um- 
bria infernal machine mystery, which spread 
consternation among all ocean going peo- 
ple, seems on the verge of solution. The 
dynamite box has been traced to its source 
and the police have a thorough description 
of its sender, as well as the name he gave 
to the proprietress of the boarding house 
where he was stopping. 

Little confidence is placed by the police in 
the value of the name as a clew, as they feel 
certain the man, under the circumstances, 
would not have given his real name. He 
called himself G. Rosseo and claimed he had 
been in theatrical business and knew Man- 
ager Gustave Litton. 


Trace Plot in Detail. 


The facts which developed today, and 
which are expected to result in the appre- 
hension of the criminal, are these: 

That the infernal machine was sent from 
the Currie house, 366 West Thirty~first street, 
last Thursday, and not last Friday, as pre- 
viously supposed. 

That it was sent to the Cunard pier by a 
man who had engaged a room and board in 
that house on Thursday, paying one week's 
room rent in advance. 

That he brought the infernal machine to the 
boarding house in a large trunk, and that 
the trunk and some of his clothing are there 
now. He remained at the Currie house until 
after breakfast last Saturday, and left after 
Mrs. Currie, the proprietor, had observed 
him in his room apparently writing a letter. 
He went away from the house early in the 
day, presumably mailed a letter at the post- 
office, which is believed to be the strange 
note of warning addressed to Police Com- 
missioner Greene and received at headquar- 
ters in time to locate the chest of explosives 
before the Umbria sailed. 


Detectives on Watch at House. 

Since his departure last Saturday morn- 
ing Mrs. Currie says he has not returned to 
her house. In the hope that he will yet do 
so to reclaim his trunk and clothing, .de- 
tectives kept the house under close syrveil+ 
lance all tonight.

Expressman Tells Story. | 

McCormick, with Bathe standing beside 
him and agreeing with all he said, gave this 
account of the affair:

BRITAIN ADDS 70 


VAST REGION IN WEST AFRICA 
PUT UNDER SUBJECTION., 


Sokoto and Kane Provinces, Compre- 
hending Area ef 100,000 Square 
Miles, Made a Part of Nigeria— 
Chamberlain Congratulates Parlia- 
ment Upon Its Latest Acquisition— 
Col. Moreland and 800 Men Wipe 
Out 6,000 Fanatics. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, May 12.—Great Britain, with a 
force of 500 men under the leadership of Col. 
Moreland, has added 100,000 square miles of 
territory to its possessions and made it a 
part of Nigeria. 

The lump of Africa taken under absolute 
British control is more than twice as large as 
Engiand itself and larger by 20,000 square 
miles than England, Ireland, and Scotland 
combined. 

The provinces taken are known as Sokoto 
and Kano, and lie near the western coast of 
Africa, just below the southern edge of the 
great Sahara desert. , 


Chamberlain Makes Report. 

Secretary of the Colonies Chamberlain to- 
day in the house of commons congratulated 
parliament upon the success of Col. More- 
land’s expedition, and said the new territory 
would be administered by the government 
of Nigeria. 

The territory was mot brought under sub- 
jection Without a fight, and the story of Col. 
Moreland’s biggest fight is an interesting 
one.

DECLARED GREAT NORTHERN 
CREWS WILL GO OUT TODAY. 


Alarmed by the Prospect That Busi- 
ness in the Northwest Will Be Tied 
Up St. Paul Jobbers’ Union and 
Minneapolis Chamber of Commerce 
Win Meet with Company Officials 
and Employes to Attempt to Bring 
About Harmony. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 12.—{Special.}—It is 
declared tonight by union leaders that the 
2.000 conductors and trainmen of the Great 
Northern system will declare a strike to- 
morrow. Officials of the road-and the men 
have agreed upon every proposition except 
the use of double headers, and upon this 
point neither side will yield.

Confirmation was had here tonight of re- 
ports from other cities that the Great North- 
ern had opened recruiting offices and was 
contracting for trainmen to take the places 
of their present employés in case of a strike. 
The men also claim to be fully prepared 
for a struggle and are inclined to ridicule 
the idea that there are trdinmen enough 
now idle in the country to fill their places. 

General Manager Ward, in a letter fol- 
lowing the receipt of the ultimatum on the 
double header question, stated that it was 
more in the nature of a reinforcement of 
the arguments he had used in support of his 
position and of the concessions offered and 
an appeal to the men to accept the com- 
promise, rather than a definite reply to their 
last communication. He stated further that 
upon receipt of the men’s reply to his letter 
he would give a definite anewer to their 
original demands. 


Say No Reply Is Necessary. . 

The committee announced that it had de- 
cided no reply was necessary, as Mr. Ward 
had no new proposals nor given a definite 
reply to their propositions. 

Then it was that the St. Paul Jobbers’ un- 
ion took a hand in the negotiations. Presi- 
dent J. W. Cooper of the union issued a 
statement applying to both sides to make 
every possible concession in order to ‘avert 
a strike. General Manager Ward agreed to 
be present at tomorrow's meeting. 


Mobile and Ohio Runs Trains. 

Mobile, Ala., May 12.—The strike situation 
tonight at this end of the line and at Mobile 
and Ohio headquarters is much brighter 
for the railroad company. The fact was 
demonstrated early in the day that the road 
could get men, although none of the strikers 
accepted the invitation to return without 
prejudice. A freight train from the north 
got in at midnight and the local and through 
freight departed this afternoon. Twenty- 
six men have arrived to take positions vacat- 
ed by strikers. So far the only act of vio- 
lence is the shooting at Conductor Mann and 
Brakeman Anderson at Whistler last night. 
Four Louisville and Nashville men were ar- 
rested this afternoon here for invading the 
Mobile and Ohio yards and guying the work- 
ers and the police. All passenger trains are 
moving on time.

LAS? CALL ARBIPRATE 


LAUNDRY UNION OFFERED CHI- 
CAGO BOARD AS MEDIATOR. 


Owners Say if It Is Rejected They Will 
Try to Start with In deres dent Em- 
ployes—Strikers to Let 
Point of “Open Shop’ Be Subject 
for Compromise, but Have Not Given 
Final Answer—Co-operative Con- 
cern Raises Prices. 


An immediate settlement of the laundry 
strike can be obtained if the workers will 
accept the mediation of the Chicago board of 
arbitration and give it full power to adjust 
all differences. | 

The laundry owners appealed to that body 
for aid yesterday. It, reluctantly consented 
to take up the matter if the workers would 
agree to submit their case to it for settlement. 
This they seemed unwilling to do up toa late 
hour last night, but may change their minds 
this morning. 

The owners are eager to obtain a peaceable 
adjustment. When they were unable to ob- 
tain this through joint conferences with the 
union they went to the arbitration board. If 
its services are refused by the workers the 
owners will open thgir. plants and attempt to 
break the strike by active warfare. 

“We have done ail in our power to stop 
this fight,” said Chairman J. A. Barkey of 
the owners, and we can go no further. The 
Chicago board of apts a is so well known 
and {ts record is so fully indorsed that we 
feel confident the strikers will not refuse 
it. It is our court of last appeal.” 


Owners’ Letter to Arbitrators. 

The owners decided at a meeting held in 
the afternoon to go before the board. They 
sent the following communication to its 
chairman, H. G. Selfridge: 

As the executive committee of the As- 
sociation of the Chicago Laundrymen, and 
representing the laundrymen's interests 
throughout the city, we respectfully ask your 
honorable board to arbitrate and decide the 
differences now exis between ourselves 
and our employés. 

The public is greatly inconvenienced by 
the present controversy, an adjustment of 
which by the parties seem impossible, not- 
withstanding the fact that several confer- 
ences have been held. 

Wo feel that the present emergency and 
its subsequent inconvenience justifies us in 
thus volunteering to submit the dispute to 
your decision, pledging ourselves to abide by 
the same. We believe the interests of the 
public, the employés, and the proprietors 
require the decision of all questions in dis- 
pute by a disinterested and representative 


Notice Sent to the Union. 

The board of arbitration considered the 
matter favorably and then sent a communi- 
cation to President T. C. Wilson of the union. 
The communication first quotes the letter of 
the laundrymen and then says: 

“This letter has had the attention of the 
board, and, while its members are not seek- 
ing the work of arbitrating differences out- 
side of those between teamsters and their 
employers, they recognize the great incon- 
venience to which the entire public has been 
subject by the laundry workers’ strike, and 
upon receipt of a similar letter of request 
from your organization this Chicago board of 
arbitration will take up all points of differ- 
ence between your members and their mem- 
bers and arbitrate them with the best and 
fairest Judgment which its members are ca- 
pable of using.“ 

When President Wilson received this he 
called a meeting of his executive board for 
this morning, when a forma! vote will be 
taken.

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HELD AS BOY'S MURDERER 


JOHN WILTRACK FORMALLY AC- 
CUSED BY CORONER’S JURY. 


His Wife Is Charged with Being an Ac- 
cessory After Their Son Jalius Tells 
How Paul Passkowski Was Killed 
by the Man—Large Crowd Attends 
Inquest—Victim’s Mother and Oth- 
ers Are Witnesses and Traces of the 
Crime Are Shown. 


After hearing 11 year old Julius Wiltrack 
tell how his stepfather had killed little Paul 
Paszkowski, a coroner’s jury yesterday held 
John Wiltrack to the grand jury on a charge 
of murder. His wife, Elizabeth, was held 
as an accessory after the fact. Wiltrack did 
not weaken under the strain, but his wife 
wept and protested in her native language 


that she was innocent. 

The inquest, postponed from last week, was 
resumed in the morning at the Attrill street 
police station, a large crowd of Cragin res- 
idents attending. The greatest interest cen- 
tered in Julius Wiltrack, without whose evi- 
dence against his parents the police would 
have little hope of conviction. Other testi- 
mony considered damaging was that Mrs. 
Wiltrack, posing as a fortune teller, had told 
Mrs. Paszkowski that her child would be 
found buried in the woods. 

Julius Wiltrack told his story without hes- 
itating, though his mother, sitting a few feet 
away, wept and frequently kissed the infant 
in her arms. The boy’s statement was sim- 
iliar to that made to the police. 


How the Child Was Killed. 

J was asleep in a bedroom in the rear of 
the saloon when I was awakened by a shot, 
said he. “I ran into the saloon and saw 
little Paul stagger and then fall to the floor. 
Then my stepfather dropped his revolver, 
and picking up Paul carried him into the 
basement. I was frightened, but asked my 
mother — 4 the boy had been shot. She told 
me she did not know the reason and said I 
must not tell anybody about it.” 

The police presented several mute but gory 
evidences of the murder. They inctuded 
blood stained sheets and aprons, pieces of 
wood which had been cut from the floor of 
Wiltrack’s saloon, a fork which, it is be- 
lieved, had been used in digging the grave 
and pieces of clay taken from the grave. The 
garments were found in the Wiltrack house 
by detectives. Attorney Sullivan, represent- 
ing Wiltrack, wanted Detective Connell to 
make a positive assertion that the spots were 
human blood. The policeman replied that 
they looked like blood spots, and Wiltrack 
almost laughed aloud. 


Boy’s Mother Heard a Shot. 

From Mrs. Paszkowski the jury learned the 
story of how Paul had disappeared. She 
cried as she testified that the 6 year old boy 
had never troubled her neighbors. She said 
she had a heard a shot ten minutes after her 
boy left the house, but up to the time of the 
inquest the significance of the incident had 
not occurred to her. Then the woman told 
how, after Paul disappeared, she went to 
visit Mrs. Wiltrack and asked her to aid in 
searching for the missing child. Mrs. Wii- 
track answered that she was a fortune teller, 
and then took out a package of playing 
cards 


After various incantations the woman said: 
These cards tell me little Paul was killed 
by some children. Search in the woods for 
him. He is there; he is buried there.“ 

Nicholas Weber identified the gunny sacks 
which had been wrapped about the body of 
the murdered boy as those which had been 
stolen near the Wiltrack saloon. 


WATCHING FOR POLICE SHAKEUP 


Something Expected to Happen in the 
Detective Bureau When Chief 
O’Neill Returns. 


Chief of Police O'Neill has left the city and 
police officials generally believe that his 
return will be the signal for a shakeup in the 
detective headquarters in thecity hall. This 
department, which is in charge of Lieuts. 
Rohan and McWeeney, is regarded as having 
many shortcomings. Business men say that 
frequently reports of thefts are ignored until 
too late to catch the thieves. It is known, 
too, that when the chief wants good work 
done he does not call on the two lieutenants, 
but selects his detectives himself. But above 
all the detective work at night is declared 
unsatisfactory. What is needed, police offi- 
cials say, is a man of executive ability to 
manage the office.

“Five hundred persons, among them the 
leaders of the riot, are under arrest.

The gov- 
erfiment — a proclamation to the 
peasants of Kishineff and vicinity ordering 
them to restore to the Jews willingly within 
twenty-four hours all the stolen goods that 
they mayrhave in their possession. In case 
the.order is not complied with, the proclama- 
tion states that each and every one will be 
charged and on evidence convicted the same 
as the actual rioters. Kishineff is at present 
under law. .The forty-two Jewish 
victime were buried in thé Jewish cemetery 
in the presence of oyer 40,000 people. The 
property loss entailed in the riot amounted 
to. more than 81.000, 000.

The accident occurred Monday evening. 
The machine in which Mrs. Adams and her 
husband were riding struck the rubbish 
heap, and she was huried over the front of 
the vehicle and fell on a pile of stones. Her 
collar bone was fractured in two places, her 
face was scratched, and her head was 
bruised. She may also have sustained inter- 
nal injuries. 

Saved from More Serious Injury. 

Mr. Adams clung to the steering gear and 
exerted his strength to apply the brakes. 
While the automobile ran up on the mound of 
rubbish he managed to keep his place and 
peevented the automobile from running over 
the stunned form of his wife lying a few 
inches in front of the wheels. 

Because of the height of the obstruction !

Wide Interests Affected. 


The governor says in hie statement that 
the questions raised by the bill are of grave 
importance and affect large business in- 
terests, the freedom of speech, ang the press, 
the right of the citizen to be informed con- 
cerning current affairs, and the conduct of 


widespread dissatisfaction with conditions 
demanding more than passing attention. 

The governor claims there is nothing in 
the terms of the measure which prevents any 
newspaper from making’ such comments 
upon legislative measures or upon the official 
acts of state, municipal, county, or public 
officers as are proper for the information of 
the public or are in the line of legitimate 
public discussion. 


2 How the New Law Applies. 


“ The bill in its application,” says the gov- 
ernor, is not confined to officials, but af- 
fects as well the citizen or business man 
whose conduct constitutes no part of the 
right of the public to information. The cor- 
poration officer who has been falsely charged 
with crime; the manufacturer who has been 
“falsely accused of being a drunken brawler; 
the woman whose domestic griefs have been 
unfeelingly paraded or whose chastity is 
improperly suspected; the student who has 
been falsely accused of murder; the clergy- 
‘man who has been cruelly maligned; the 
quiet citizen whose peace of mind has been 
destroyed by the publication of evil gossip; 
the merchant whose credit has been affected 
by groundless rumors; the sufferers from 
reckless but not necessarily malicious publi- 
cations are given the right not to prohibit 
publication but to recover the damages 
which they have sustained, provided they 
prove negligence or lack of care on the part 
of the publishing newspapers. All these are 
instances of what has in fact recently o- 


Cites Typical Offenses. 

„Within a few days in a leading article on 
the first page of a daily journal, under large 
headlines, upon a rumor of unknown source 
as to the name of the suggested appointee to 
the position of prothonotary of the Supreme 
court, when no appointment had been made 
and no utterance, official or otherwise, had 
emanated from any member of that court, 
that high tribunal was subjected to a covert 
assault under the words ‘ Machine after con- 
trol of the Supreme court.’

Six months hence there will be a call for 
money to move the crops.

citizens” of Chicago, bankers by trade, 
killed it. b 
That will be a truthful auswer. The 
protest which defeated the bill—the soli- 
taty protest from a responsible source— 
came from Chicago. The leading bankers 
of the eity told congress that they could not 
afford to pay 144 per cent interest on gov- 
ernment deposits, and if required to do it 
would be obliged to relinquish the deposits 
they then held, amounting to $1,800,000, 
The banks of New York, Philadelphia, and 
Boston, holding over $60,000,000 of govern- 
ment deposits, sent no such message to con- 
gress. With one exception, so far as is 
‘known, they approved of the Aldrich bill. 
They were willing to pay interest on the 
government funds they held and were ready,

The action of the Chicago bankers raised 
doubts at once ‘as to their disinterestedness 
and their desire to perform a public service. 
The natural conclusion of the people was 
that the bankers did not wish to do what 
was right and fair by the goyernment be- 
cause if they did they would make a little 
less money. 
Tun Tripune does not wish to be unjust 
to the Chieago bankers who signed the pro- 
test. It is willing to acquit them of in- 
tentional misconduct, but can only do so by 
accusing them of carelessness and insuf- 
ficient knowledge ‘of the subject. They 
were misled by. one of Mr. Fargan’s clerks, 
who prepared inaccurate statements of the 
probable effect of the bill and grossly mis- 
stated some of its main provisions. But 
the bankers shonld have studied the sub- 
ject for themselves. ; * 

One of the Chicago banks presented 
tables purporting to show how money would 
be lost if deposits were accepted subject 
to the condition that 1½ per cent interest 
should be paid on them, and one-fourth held 
as reserve. The reserve requirement would 
have been stricken out of the bill had.there 
been a prospect of its passage. The tables 
were deceptive. They were based on the 
assumption that all the bonds which would 
be accepted as security were above par. 
Their authors ignored the fact that many 
banks constantly have on hand bonds com- 
manding a premium Which could be de- 
posited as security for government funds. 


They assumed that where other than gov- 


ernment bonds were used it would be neces- 
sary to deposit bonds of the face value of 
$133,300 to get a $100,000 deposit. Only 
$100,000 in bonds was required by the bill. 

The eastern bankers are as astute as 
their Chicago brethren, yet it did not seem 
to them that it would be a losing business to 
pay 114 per cent on government funds 
which could be loaned at 5 per cent. They 
did not threaten to turn back into the treas- 
ury the deposits they held, and thus create 
a monetary stringency, if required to pay 
1% per cent inferest to the United States. 
It was not Wall street which protested 
against a bill designed to provide against 
a scarcity of currency. It was Chicago. 

It will be conceded that under the Aldrich 


ment deposits. Regarding this point Sen- 
ator Aldrich said: 


I should like to suggest to managers of banks 
whether they think it is the primary duty of 
congress to make it profitable for national banks 
to hold government deposits. I submit that it is 
not. Our first duty is to the government of the

BROKEN CONTRACTS. 

A recent English statute provided that 
when laborers in certain specified employ- 
ments broke their contracts they could be 
brought before a magistrate and either 


| compelled to fulfill their contracts or else 


sentenced toa term of imprisonment. When 
Chicago trade unions break their contracts 
there is no such recourse for the employers 
whom they have injured. As Mr. Stimson 
says in his book on the labor law of this 
country, the employment contract is sub- 
ject to one exception from the law govern- 
ing contracts: it cannot be enforced in 
courts of equity.” 8 

Certain Chicago employers, however, de- 
cided not long ago to try to secure damages 
from a union which had ordered a strike 
in violation of an arbitration agreement. 
The success which has attended some re- 
cent efforts to secure damages even from 
unincorporated unions gave the employers 
reason to hope that their suit might have 
a happy issue. | .

Health is essential, he says, not only be- 
cause it is hard for a man suffering from poor 
health to do his work at all, but because, for 
psychological reasons, a man who is full of 
vitality is much better able to meet and over- 
come the objections advanced by prospective 
customers than is a salesman who is weak 
and run down physically and therefore men- 
tally. A sickly, nervous man cannot exert 
that persona] magnetism which unconscious- 
ly cuts such a large figure in the success of 
every salesman. Not only the practical man- 
ager of the sales department of every large 
corporation but as well the professors Who 
write on the psychology of salesmanship in- 
sist that good health and abundant animal 
spirits are perhaps the most important quali- 


fications a salesman can have for his work. 


A sickly man is almost always self-conscious 
and self-centered. He lacks that self-confi- 
dence which drives the real salesman on into 
the teeth of difficulties. Business is a battle 
and the salesmen—who are the soldiers on 
the firing line—must be in first rate physical 
condition if they expect to win the day. 

That, of course, cuts out the drinking, 
late hours, and other forms of dissipation 
to which the older school of traveling sales- 
men were too much given. 

— 

By honesty the speaker did not mean that 
scrupulous exactness in money matters 
which is taken for granted as one of the 
necessary requisites for the successful busi- 
ness man. As specifically applied to the sales- 
man he means rather that the attitude of the 
salesman in approaching a customer must be 
honest and sincere. 
sents arguments to a customer in which he 
does not himself wholly believe may not be 
consciously thought a liar by the customer, 
but he will fail to influence the customer as 
he would if his attitude of mind were entirely 
sincere. A great many shrewd salesmen do 


not make great successes because they do not 


impress “their trade as being on the 
square.“ | 

“J urge vou, says the president of the 
great corporation in question, to altogether 
forget when you approach a customer the 
possible profit you will make out of a sale to 
him; forget the profit that will accrue to the 
company. Remember only the great good 
and the splendid profit which the customer 
will get by purchasing one of our appliances. 
Forget yourself and yourcompany. Remem- 
ber only that here is a man before you whom 
you have it in your power to greatly benefit. 
If you can honestly approach him in that 
attitude of mind you will have your battle 
half won beforehand. If you do not honestly 
and sincerely feel that way you are not fit to 
sell our goods. 

In other words, the salesman must be- 
lieve in his goods before he can hope to make 
other people believe in them. If he is not 
honest and sincere in thisdirection he cannot

man in the world.” |

F. B. Smathers of New York, owner of 
Lord Derby; J. P. Callery, a Pittsburg ama- 
teur; J. H. Brown of Detroit, and Mr. Billings 
were the only bidders, the mare being started 
at $5,000. Mr. Smathers’ agent went to 


sand, and then Mr. Brown and Mr. Billings 
carried the bidding to the finish. The Chi- 
Cagoan also secured oneiof the fa pacers 
in the world, when Sir Albert likewise 
from the Pierce consignment; fell t his bid 
0f463,200. This horse paced a quarter in :28% 
at Memphis last fall in his half mile match 
“with Prince Alert, and is easy to drive. Mr. 
Billings will use him on the speedway and in 
matinées. 

Anzella, that made a trotting record of 
2:06% last season and was one of the trotting 
stars, brought only $5,500, going to O. G.

Some of the largest national banks find 
| their country deposits working lower. It 
is estimated that country balances are now 
between $2,000,000 and §4,000,000 less than 
they were three weeks ago. It appears that 
there is a good demand fr. money in the west. 
Just what special use there is for funds at 
this time is not apparent, since it is too early 
for ordinary crop movement requirements, 
The gradual decline in country balances 
is helping to maintain the 5% per cent rate 
with the commercial banks. They see no 
reason for making a 5 per cent rate on com- 
mercial paper when the demand is so general. 
Local com ea, on the other hand, 
lend freely at 5 per cent. They do not hesi- 
tate to say they consider that a fair rate at 
this time. As they lend only on quick col- 
lateral they can afford to make a lower rate 
than the commercial banks. The latter will 
also make a 5 per cent rate to strong borrow- 
ers with stock or collateral. But that 
is the small part of their total loans. 


Report of a Can Deal. 

Insiders in the American Can company 
continue to advise their friends to purchase 
American Can stocks. The buying in the 
last two weeks has been of such a characte 
as to indicate the intention of the inside 
intérest to put the stock higher. 

In this connection there is in circulation 
an unverified report that the United States 
Steel corporation is engaged in tentative ne- 
gotiations with the Can company with a 
view of taking over the latter corporation 
on a basis of 60 for the preferred and 15 


for the common stock. 4 
The movement of the common shares does 
not as yet bear out this rumor, since the ad- 
vance in them has been insignificant, while 
the preferred has had a goodrise.

er chafing for a few hours, begun to lament 
the lack of buying power or to sell stocks 
miscellaneously. The changes net from the 
closing prices of yesterday were small. The 
news of the day comprised a mixture of 
favorable and unfavorable factors, the favor- 
able ones predominating. 

The Trdnevaal loan in Duagland, with its 
revelation of the amount of money lytng idle 
there was widely commented on, and the be- 
lief was expressed in the more important 
foreign houses here that the event will great- 
ly stimulate the demand for investments in 
England which could not fail to react favor-. 
ably on American securities. 

Similarly the higher prices offered for bonds 
in our oity disclosed by the opening of bids 
today for the city's issue of corporate stock 
is additional testimony to the strength of the 
general bond market. Many favorable re- 
ports of railroad earnings for the first week 
in, May were received, while, on the other

The National Life of the United States of 

America yesterday took over the business 
and assets of the National Life and Trust of 
Des Moines. The latter company had assets 
at the first of the year of $1,267,006 and in- 
surance in force of $12,504,000, and the deal 
increases the assets of the National Life of 
the United States of America to over $4,300,- 
000 and the insurance in force to over $40,+ 
000,000. P. M. Starnes, the president of the 
Des Moines company, becomes vice president 
and general manager of the National, but a 
branch office will be maintained in Des 
Moines. The National secures the agency 
force of the Des Moines company, whose 
efficiency is shown by the fact that the com- 
pany was organized in 1899 with $25,000 cap- 
ital, and in less than four years, under Mr.

By the end of the year it will have $50,000,000 
of insurance in force, which puts it well over 
the hill every small company has to climb.
